This is the elm that was developed in Holland a number of years ago 
by Dr. Christine Buisman. Repeated tests over many years by the United 
States Department of Agriculture show that it is highly resistant to both 
phloem necrosis and Dutch elm disease. 

Buisman Elm is a selection of the European Smoothleaf Elm. It has 
a straight trunk, with slender, but strong, ascending branches that form 
a pyramidal head, or sometimes spreading and forming a round-topped 
head. The handsome foliage is dense and dark green. 

Buisman elm is highly satisfactory both for lawn and street planting.
